SEWERAGE 

During  the  year  the  new  sewerage  system  at  West  Heslerton  was  completed 
together  with  the  pumping  main  to  East  Heslerton  and  enlargment  of  the  existing 
sewage  disposal  works  in  that  village.  A  satisfying  feature  of  the  work  was  that 
by  the  end  of  the  year  a  high  proportion  of  the  houses  in  West  Heslerton  were 
provided  with  bathrooms  and  w.c.’s. 

All  of  the  thirteen  existing  main  sewage  disposal  works  continue  to  give 
satisfactory  results.  The  cesspool  emptying  vehicle  obtained  in  mid  year  is 
proving  most  useful  in  reducing  the  labour  required  in  routine  maintenance  as 
most  of  the  sludge  is  now  spread  on  the  land,  thus  eliminating  the  use  of  sludge 
drying  beds. 

The  vehicle  is  also  enabling  septic  tank  emptying,  now  operated  as  a  free 
once  yearly  service  to  be  carried  out  much  more  efficiently. 

Details  of  other  schemes  are  as  follows: - 

Langton  -  No  progress  has  been  made  with  the  scheme  for  sewering  the  village 

Wintringham  -  Plans  are  being  prepared  for  a  sewerage  system  and  sewage 

disposal  works. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

One  of  the  four  refuse  tips  wao  filled  during  the  year.  The  remaining 
three  tips  are  difficult  to  maintain  as  they  are  not  entirely  under  the  Council* 
control.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  planning  permission  was  refused  for  a  new 
tip  in  the  Rillington  area  and  an  appeal  is  pending. 

Authority  was  given  for  informal  discussions  to  take  place  with  adjoining 
Local  Authorities  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  operating  a  refuse  pulverising 
plant  on  a  joint  basis.

COUNCIL  HOUSING 

The  number  of  houses  owned  by  the  Council  rose  to  621  by  the  end  of 

rhe ,y®af-  I20  wefe  repainted  during  the  year  and  the  number  of  housing  repairs 
tended  to  rise  as  defects  developed  in  the  early  post  war  houses.  Plumbing 
repairs  constitute  a  large  proprtion  of  the  total  and  consideration  will  have 
to  be  given  to  the  introduction  of  direct  labour  for  this  work.

RODENT  CONTROL 

Treatments  were  carried  out  as  necessary  on  refuse  tips  and  sewage 
disposal  works.  No  infestations  were  recorded  in  any  of  the  village  sewerage 
systems. 

It  was  not  possible  to  carry  out  more  than  a  token  inspection  of  a 
small  proportion  of  farm  premises  in  the  district. 

MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  year  was  notable  for  the  very  large  increase  in  the  number  of 
animals  killed.  Although  the  number  of  visits  to  slaughterhouses  was  practically 
the  same  as  in  1965,  437  as  compared  with  440,  the  number  of  animals  killed  rose 
from  6,812  to  28,151.  This  of  course  necessitated  much  more  time  being  spent  on  this 
work  with  correspondingly  less  time  for  other  routine  work.
